W ashington , March 12 —Tin* attraction 
at the supreme court in the incom e tax 
cases was the venerable ex*Senator Ed* 
inunds, who spoke for the appellants. B e­ 
fore Edm unds arose Assistant Attorney 
W hitney closed his speech fur the govern* 
inent, addressing him self to uniform ity 
in taxation. 
In answt'r to the charge that 
thelnoom n tax violated the principle of 
uniformity In* contended that the lim it ol 
♦4,1 x> fixed hy the law was not class legisla­ 
tion If a subsequent congress had sought 
to amend the law by including those not 
previously exem pted by the f4,lKX> lim it, 
such an am endm ent would no doubt be 
class legislation, as it would apply to a 
distinct class. 
W hitney reviewed prior 
decisions in insurance and other cases, 
showing that tin* interpretation of this 
court on class legislation would not apply 
to the income tax. 
E'x-SeiiHtor E dm u nd* Take« tlie 
Floor. 
When Edm unds took tne Hour ho spoke 
in a conversational tone, much as he did 
when u leading ligure ut' the senate. 
He 
stated the contention of ins client against 
an invasion of ins rights and an inspec­ 
tion of hi« private books and papers. „ If 
there was iu the constitution provision 
protecting the individual it was the rock 
upon which the contention against this 
tax was based. 
The worst tyranny of his­ 
tory was that which came in the guise of 
a t¿ ix. 
He first spoke of the action of 
c on­ 
gress in endeavoring to take away from t ho 
courts the right to appeal for protection, 
as was the case in the income tax law. lie 
did not think the tim e had come when 
there should no longer be an appeal to 
tIn courts from the acts of congress. 
It 
would be beyond the function of the con­ 
gress to pa*s an act tlmt would strip tne 
courts oi their rights, and this was just 
as true as to the rights of the citizen as to 
those of the courts. 
Want* tin* Lourt to Overrule Itself. 
Edmunds reviewed the cases heretofore 
decided and analyzed the points involved 
at length. He was referring to the H ilton 
ease, invoiv ing the tax ou carriages, whun 
Chief J ustic 
Fuller called his attention 
to the lact iti.it H ilton had an unusual 
number of i ..reins'« *« — <25 as he remem­ 
bered. 
‘'I nusu u in numbers, yes,” Ed­ 
munds asserted, ‘ but he possessed them 
as many per« ou» 
p.» « » « *s 
virtue 
and 
grace. 
He asked the eourt to overrule 
its former decision 011 the income tax as 
given in the springer case, ‘‘lad us. ’ he 
said, “ come back to tlie true rule of the 
constitution.” 


R evolu tion , A n arch y and D e -p olitm . 
He argued that the past congress had 
overstepped the lim it« of the constitution 
in im posing this t-.x 
because, he said, 
“ it was short of m oney,” and argued that 
under this law Vl.1 per cent, of the tax 
would be paid by ‘¿ [Mir cent, of the taxable 
voters, “ it becom es,” said Mr. Edmunds, 
•‘an interesting subject of speculation as 
to how loug the governm ent can last un­ 
der a system which allow s those who pay 
nothing to tax their fellow citizens 
One 
evil step w ill lead to another, as one vice 
follows another, until by and by we will 
have revolution, then anarchy and then a 
tyrant to rule us as the revolving changes 
go round.” 
A Lot of Talking to Do Yet. 
Edmunds closed at 3:36 p. in. and the 
eourt adjourm d for tin* day, as Attorney 
I ieneral Olney, 
who i* to speak next, 
stated that the half hour iof£ *was not suf- 
licient for him. 
Olney said in reply to a 
question from the eourt that he should 
not require more than an hour more of 
tim e, while Carter, who is to lollow, said 
he should desire to speak for about two 
hours and Choate, who is to close, said lie 
would probably ask 
for more than two 
hours.
